In that year Lincoln's father,JThomas, 
then an oli man, lived on tbe Coles coun- 
ty farm, and was in poor circumstances. 
The son came to bis father's assistance 
and bought tbe old farm. Be paid down 
$300 in cash, and gave bis parents tbe use 
of tbe place. Abraham Lincoln, iu tbe 
same year tbe property was conveyed to 
him, made a contract to sell the farm to 
John D Johnson for $200 wben tbe life 
estate of both Thoiuaa and Sarah Lincoln 
be extinguished. 


Johnson did not long retain bis equity 


in the property. Thomas Lincoln died 
shortly after. Mrs, Lincoln did not want 
to leave the farm, and Johnson was not 
in a position to take care of her, so he 
transferred his bond to John J. Hall, a 
relative of the Llncolns, who mov«d with 
his wife to tbe Lincoln homestead and 
took care of the old lady until her death. 
For some reason Hall seems never to 
have called on Abraham Lincoln to exe 
cute the deed and cancel the bond. There 
must have been some tacit arrangement

Germany in addition to ob- 
jecting to sign tbe note until Greece con- 
sented to abide by the terms agreed upon, 
objected to tbe indemnity clause, being 
opposed to tbe principle of indemnity be- 
ing settled forthwith and on the basis of 
the present resources of Greece. 


This attitude upon the part of Germany

CLOISTJERED 


Sfitr Women Who Are Practically 


Burled Alive. 


Archbishop Corrigan not long: ago 


paid his annual visit to the Corpus 
Christ! monastery of Dominican nuns 
at Hunt's Point, N. Y. Strange as it 
may seem, in this institution, some- 
thing1 like 60 women are sealed in a 
cloister which they will never leave un- 
til they are carried out for burial. It is 
now two years since the heavy wooden 
doors leading from the monastery 
chapel to tbe cloister ivere sealed for all 
time, at least upon the 60 inmates who 
are devoting their lives to prayer and 
fasting. 


The ctoister door is secured by twx> 


heavy locks, and as long as the mon- 
astery stands and is used by the nuns 
no visitors -will be allowed to pass 
through that door. It will be opened 
only to receive a new member of the 
community. Even Archbishop Corri; 


gan goes into the cloister only once n 
year, when he makes his annual visita- 
tion, lie must be accompanied by two 
or more priests then. Whenever any 
of the nuns are taken sick the physi- 
cian vi ho is to attend the patient, In or- 
der to enter the cloister, must have a 
permit from the archbishop and the 
superioress. Even -when a nun is on 
her deathbed her relatives will not be 
allowed to go into the cloister to see 
her. 


Cloistered communities like that of 


the Dominican nuns of the Perpetual 
Adoration are very scarce in this coun- 
try. The Carmelite nuns, the first or- 
der of religious -women established in 
this country, and the Trappists have 
rigorou« and severe rules like those of 
this oi-der, the American branch of 
which was established in Newark about 
13 years ago by nuns •wtho came from 
France at the request of Bishop Corri- 
gan. 


Their superioress was the present 


prioress of Hunt's Point monastery. 
The Xewnrk community has prospered, 
and has its full quota-of 60 nuns. The 
life of -the nuns is of remarkable sever- 
ity. They rise at 5:30 a. m. and are in 
the dhapel at six a. m., when th«y say 
that part of the office called "prime" 
and "tierce." Meditation and mass oc- 
cupy the time until eight o'clock, when 
they have a light breakfast. From 
that timei until 10:30 a. m. they are en- 
gaged in making various articles for 
use at the altar. 


As the nuns never eat meat and have 


a long faet from September to May, 
their diet is very simple. The hour of 
recreation after dinner is followed by an 
hour of profound silence. Each mm 
sleeps on a board about five feeit six 
inches in length by three feet in -width. 
The habit of the order is worn during 
sleeping hours.—St. Louis Republic.

Forsyth and Bll»« Made Major Gen. 


ernls Junt Defore Tbelr Retire- 


ment from Active Mili- 


tary SeTvtctfi 


Changes in the a-nny ha\e been re- 


markably frequenl of late. Gen. Frank 
Wheaton was retired from active serv- 
ice Hay 8, after having been a major 
general for a few weeks. Gen. James \V. 
Forsyth was appointed to succeed him. 
and was retired May 14, after having 
held the rank of major general actively 
for just 24 hours. On May 17 the presi- 
dent promoted Gen. Zenas E. Bliss to 
the vacancy, v,\lh the understanding 
that he, too, should retire within a few 
days. 
Gens. Forsyth and Bliss were 


promoted for the sole purpose of en- 
abling them to retire with the higher 
rank which entitles them to a consid- 
erable increase in pay for the rest of 
their Ihes. The real successor of Gen. 
Wheaton is Gen. Brooks, who now com- 
mands the department of the Missouri, 
with headquarters at Chicago, and 
whose active service period will not ex- 
pire for some years to come. 


Gen. 
Forsyth's retirement has re- 


moved from the regular army one of its 
most gallant soldiers. He came out of 
West Point, when he was 22, a second 
lieutenant, and was bundled off to the 
west at once. He served in Washington 
territory and was on the Pacific coast 
when the war came. Life now began to 
assume a bright hue for him, and he 
was made lieutenant. He took ship, 
sailed for New York and was ordered 
to Ohio, his native state. There he or- 
ganized a company, became a captain 
of volunteers and marched off to the 
war. In less than a year he was in com- 
mand of a brigade. Later ho was placed 
on the staff of Gen. McClellan, and 
served in the peninsular and Maryland 
campaigns. In 1868 he was assigned to 
staff duty in the department of the Mis- 
souri, and participated in the campaign 
against the Comanche and othfr In- 
dians. He accompanied Lieut. Gen. 
Sheridan to Europe in 1870 and joined 
the headquarters of King- William of 
Prussia, in the field in France. Hi> re- 
turned to staff duty in Chicago; toot

the field against the Tiannock Indians, 
repairing then to Fort Walla Walla, 
.where he remained, barring tjme spent 
in department missions, until 18SO. He 
served in the military division of the 
Missouri until 1835, when he was as- 
signed to the command of Fort Ma- 
giunis, Dak. lie was placed in com- 
mand of the Seventh cavalry in 18SG, 
in which year he marched with four 
troops of hia regiment to Fort ItiUy, 
Kan. He was made brevet-major for 
gallant services in the battle of Cedar 
Creek, Va.; brevet-colonel for gallantry 
in the battle of Fhe Forks,, Va.; brevet- 
brigadier general for gallant services 
in the field during the war, and brevet- 
brigadier general of volunteers for gal- 
lantry in the battles of Opequan, Fish- 
er's Hill and Micldlctown, Va. 


Gen. Bliss, who at the time of his pro- 


motion was commander of the depart- 
ment of Texas, is one of the popular offi- 
cers of the army. He has been a soldier 
from his veriest boyhood. He entered 
West Point academy in 1S50 and cnme 
out of it four years later a second lieu- 
tenant. His first assignment was with 
the Sixteenth infantry. He saw some 
army post life in Texas, and in 1861 
joined the command of Col. Keeve near 
San Antonio. His first year in the war 
was spent as a prisoner. Col. Reeve's 
men were overcome by a superior force 
of confederates. Belcased in 1861, he 
was made a colonel of the Tenth Rhode 
Island volunteers and later a colonel of 
the Seventh volunteers of the same 
state. 
He served with that regiment 


until the close of the war. He was rec- 
ommended for a brigadier generalship, 
but the promotion was refused because 
he had been present at Col. Reeve's sur- 
render. Of course no one held him r»- 
sponsible for that action on account 
of his lowly position in the command. 
He saw service in Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. He was brevetted for gallant 
and meritorious conduct at the battle 
of the Wilderness. Since the close of 
the war he has been advanced regularly. 
?fo officer in the army is more familiar 
with the southeastern frontier than he. 
His last command as colonel was that 
of the Twenty-fourth infantry.

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FOUL MURDER AT BLOOMINGTON 


•» IctimV Remain* Found Three Day» After 


He Wu Slain. 


Bloomlngton, 111., May 28.—Last night 


Michael T. Colton, a well known young 
married man of Bloomlngton was found 
dead in bis apartments. Colton, who was 
a bartender, bad been missing since Mon- 
day night. A relative reported to the po- 
lice and the door was broken open. 
The 


officers were nearly overcome by the terri- 
ble stench. Colton was found lying on 
the floor. The room was in disorde*, the 
bed clothing being disturbed and the re- 
mains of tie supper were upon the table, 
which appeared as If It had been almost 
upset by a scuffle. 
There were three bul- 


let holes in Colton's head, which lay in a 
pool of blood. There were also splotches 
of blood upon the walls and door of the 
room. The room door to the ball was 
locked, but the transom was open, while 
the key of the room lay on the floor near 
the door. A 42 calibre revolver lay on the 
floor near the corpse, two loads from 
which bad been discharged. 


At first it was believed to be a case of 


suicide, but soon this Idea was dispelled, 
and there is now no doubt that it was 
murder. Colton's wife and be had lived 
unhappily, and only a f«w weeks ago be 
was arrested for assaulting her. They 
bad quarreled almost Incessantly. Much 
of their trouble arose over rellgior, Colton 
being a Catholic and his wife a Protest- 
ant. 
Mrs. Cplton has not been seen for 


several days. Colton was married at Kan- 
fcaker, 111., last Jane, to Agnes Fleming, 
<ili»s Barns. It was said at the time of 
her marriage that she bad had several pre-| 
vions experiences In the matrimonial line. 
It is believed that the shots were fired 
after Colton had made an attack upon the 
person with the pistol, whoever that was, 
and that one shot struck him while he 
was on bis feet and the other two after be 
was on the floor. 


A coroner's jury was Impaneled and the 


inquest postponed until today. 
Colton 


was about 33 yean old and was a mem- 
tar of one of the oldest Irish-American 
families of Bloomlngton. The police have 
taken steps to locate Mrs. Colton if possi- 
ble, and are making a fearohlng invest! 
sation. Late last night the police found 
in a corner of the room a hatchet, the 
blade of which was smeared with blood, 
sr-d also a towel saturated with blood, on
